British Government Suspends Consti- 


tution of 1887, and Sub- 


stitutes the 1849 One. 


Vaibtta, Island of Malta, Juno~23. 


— The government, by a minor coup 
d'etat, has abrogated the Malta con- 
stitution of 18S7 and substituted too 
one granted In 1849. 


By this step tho legislative coun- 


cil will hereafter bo composed 
ot 


eight elected members and nine gov- 
ernment 
members Instead of tour- 


teen and six, respectively, as hereto- 
fore. 
Some such action had been 


expected In consequence of the trou- 
ble about the language 
question. 


The elected members under tho 
constitution objected to tho predom- 
inance of the English language -•' 
it'.o schools, and recently dcteateu 
the education appropriation for the 
current year. 


Under the new conditions the gov- 


ernment will control the legislative 
council.

Story of Deed 


George White the murderer of Mlas 
Helen S. Bishop, was uikon from the 
Mew Castle County workhouse at 
32:15 o'clock this morning by a mob 
of -1,00(1 men. From the workhouse 
the mob marched to the spot where 
the crime was committed. The negro 
confessed to having assaulted and mur- 
dered the girl. He was then burned 
at tho stake and his body riddled with 
liullets. The mob gained entrance to 
the prison after a desperate fight, In 
which four of Its members were shot 
liy the police and seriously wounded. 
One of the wounded Is Poter Smith, 17 
years old, who Is nt the Delaware Hos- 
pital with a hall In his back. 


Prisoners Escape*. 


When It secured the negro the mob 


hastened from tho prison without stop- 
ping to close the doors It had battered 
down, and It Is reported a large num- 
ber of prisoners escaped. The mob 
used n battering ram and worked for 
nearly two hours to break down five 
doors. The negro was in a state bor- • 
dorlng on Insanity, and 
repeatedly 


screamed he was innocent. 


Chief of Police Black pledged that 


ho would BOO the man would be given 
a speedy trial, hut the mob swept by 
him and his officers. The shooting of 
four men by the workhouse guards had 
served to mn-lden the mob, and tho po- 
lice and guards withdrew to the prison 
proper. Unwilling to pour a volley of 
bullots Into the dense throng, the po- 
lice turned a stream of water from a 
hose on the mob. Most ot the attack- 
ers only Jeered at this method of de- 
fense. 


Preacher Urges Lynching. 


The mob -,ras led by about twenty 


men dressed as women and on horse- 
back. It was known all day In Wil- 
mington that a well organized attempt 
would be made to lynch White. 
A 


prominent preacher Sunday told his 
congregation White should bo lynched. 
The father of the murdered girl re- 
plied with an address begging that tho 
law be allowed to take its course. Not 
until tho mob had actually assembled 
were police re-enforcements sent 'to 
the prison. 


Details of the Crime. 


White's. crime was most revolting. 


.The victim. Miss Helen

GOOD IEJ11GATION 


Milwaukee Man Describes the System 


of Reclaiming the Arid Des- 


erts of the West. 


C. B. Whltnall, who recently re- 


turned from a four months' stay 
in 


California, made a comparative study 
of the horticultural conditions there, 
basing his observations on a visit to 
the coast maclu eighteen years ago, 
and came to the conclusion 
that 


skill and energy and 
not 
natural 


climatic elements are the causes ot 
the wonderful progress made In agri- 
cultural and horticultural pursuits. 
He returned home Impressed 
with 


the belief that In Wisconsin natural 
resources, which lin California 
are 


being created by the expenditure of 
time and money, are being

away. 


"1 refer to the destruction 
of the 


forests, and, Incidentally, to the era- 
dication of the natural means of stor- 
ing up rainfall," said Mr. Wliltnall 
In the Sentinel. 
"In 
this 
state 


nature provided wooded marshes to 
hold the water and reservoirs In tlie 
hills to contain it, distributing 
It 


gradually through brooks and rivers, 
Uy cutting away the woods without 
reforesting and by 
draining 
the 


marshes, tlie 
natural 
reservoirs 


have been destroyed. 
In Calllornla 


the rain fall Is large, .hut It ran oil 
In a short time and did no good 
to 


tiie country, which remained a desert 
until artificial .means were employed. 
Since my Ilrst visit thousands ol im- 
mense reservoirs have been 
con- 


struced and the desert tracts liavu re- 
claimed and made prolltable iarins. 
Anyone who'buys a ranch tliero buys 
the right to a certain number of Indi- 
es of water annually, and It Is pro 
vlded for In his deed. The supply is 
more certain than the natural rain 
fall could be, and the crops are pro- 
tected. 
All that Is needed Is to op- 


en the sluice gates and the alotted 
amount of water ruim out upon the 
fields. 


Studying Waters Effect on Fruit 
"Tlie California fruit raisers are 


making a scientific study of experi- 
ments of the effect of water on trult. 
Hxperlnients show that if the fruit 
orchards are pro'fusely watered, tlie 
peaches or apples will attain a great 
size, while lacking In sweetness anu 
llavor. 
It was told that peaches or 


other small fruit raised In stiff clay 
land were sweeter, though smaller, 
than tiie same variety of fnllt rals 
ed on richer soil. 
Complaints that 


have been made of tasteless Caltforn 
la fruit may be justllled, but an Im- 
perfect comprehension of tho effect 
of water on'the soil and the tendency 
to use water too lavlslily wltuout con 
slderlng what kind of land It Is plac- 
ed upon, are 
responsible for tills 


falling, ami 1 predict that the day 
will come when the California fruit 
will be much better and sweeter. The 
fact Is that fruit raisers In a single 
county produce almost as many qual- 
ities of fruit as there are degrees or 
soil In the area.

Drying Procety: 


When here, it Is first run Into the 


'sand house," then screened

In order to dry the particles so 
that it can be managed more easily. 
This hopper holds about two wagon 
loads nt a time and 'is heated by 
means of a stove placed, underneath 
It. 
From here It is again 
forced 


through a screen and by means ot 
compressed air Is forced into the 
sand tower where It Is kept until run 
Into the sand box on the engine.

louse In Chicago. 
She had almost 


completed her task when the explosion 
occurred. 


Friction Causes Explosion. 


The powder had become caked from 


dampness and Mrs. Willson was rub- 
blng it vigorously between her hands 
to reduce It. and this friction, It Is be- 
lieved, caused the powder to explode 


There were three explosions, which 


filled the basement so full of smoke 
It was with dilllculty that Mrs. Willson 
was reached. Shu was found lying on 
the floor near where she had been 
working. After she had been carried 
Irom the place the flre department 
was summoned and the flames which 
followed the last explosion were soon 
extinguished.
